The occasion will be ¢elebrat- 
ed in thirty-one States by appropriate gushihgs 
of enthusiasm and explosions of sltpetre, ac. 
cording to the variety and intensity of patrict- 
inm exeited. The Declaraticn of Independeace 
will be read in thousands of pleasant groves 
tens of thousands of happy people. We 
ehali retire from the exercises of the day, with 
fresl gratitude to the Fathers of the Republic 
and renewed faith in the destiny of the human 
family. We sball rise on the morning of the 
6th of Jaly, with better hopes for the downfall 
of error, and new inspiration for the eonfict 
with tyranny, oppression and superstition, We 
leok forward to the succeeding Anzutiver- 
gary of our national independence with full 
evnfidence that it will dawn on a freer and 
bappier worid. 

Mast people are aware that the Fourth of 
July 1776, was signalized by the appearance of 
the Declaration of American Independeace.
